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• these are idle fancies, delusive 
dreams and supposed events, in no wise 
likely to happen,and each and every mute 
may be quite sure that he will never* be 
called upon to run for President; neith¬ 
er need he fear a course of dissection,un¬ 
less it be at the proper time, or for use¬ 
ful and legitimate purposes. This aspect 
of the campaign, however, teaches a les¬ 
son. A mute, as well as any other man, 
may some-time be drawn to public notice, 
and perhaps have to face the great mir¬ 
ror. The lesson, then, is to so live that 
at such time, much of good and less of 
evil will be reflected. True it is, that 
when dead each man has a due amount 
of praise allotted to him, in which, while 
he lived, his friends were too profuse, and 
his enemies too sparing. But then, 
while alive, we can have principles, tve 
can have habits, and these, if good will 
be our true friends, for they diminish 
our chances of defeat when assailed, and 
they augment our chances of recovery 
when overthrown.

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[In a little book entitled “School 
Stories,” prepared for tbe Deaf and 
Dumb by Mr*. John R. Keep, of Hart¬ 
ford, we find the following. Doubtless

She sat up and waited 
for him till after twelve o’clock, and then 
went to bed. She did not go to sleep, 
because sbe was expecting her husband 
every moment. She had a |curtain 
over the top and around the side, and the 
lady lay looking at the fire and listening 
to hear if her husband was coming. 
Suddenly sbe heard a loud sneeze behind 
the head board. Almost before she had 
time to think there was another sneeze. 
She did] not scream nor move, but closed 
eyes as if she were asleep. In a 
moment a man came out from behind the 
bed, and pulling aside the curtain said:— 
“Madam, you need not pretend to sleep. 
Tell me where the money is.” The lady 
opened her eyes and saw the robber 
standing over her with a great club in 
his band. Sbe pointed to the closet and 
said it was there. The robber took a, 
key from bis pocket and was unlocking 
the closet door when he heard somebod 
coming. He stopped and sprang behind 
the bed again, and said to tbe lady, 
“Promise me you will not say a word 
about my being here.” The lady prom¬ 
ised. When the gentleman came in he 
saw that his wile looked very pale, and 
said , “Why, what is the matter 1 Are 
^you sick 1” Slie said, “l have a terribd- 
j'headacheand! spelled withher finghn-. 
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Those are our best mo¬ 
ments when we know evil for what it is, 
and the beautiful in its beauty.” 

This was a common laborer—Mr. 
Raplee’s “hired man.” He had said 
these things not from any conceit¬ 
edness, such as I had accused him of be¬ 
fore seeing him, but because this soul 
was in him and he would not deny it ex¬ 
pression.

-off-able; but not even the lavish 
application of the birch seems to be an 
antidote agonist its continued repetition.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Mr. William Cassidy of the Albany 
Argus, died on Thursday. Out of respect 
to bis memory the Legislature adjourned. 

Stokes, has transferred bis Greenpoint 
property to bis mother. 

A meeting of the State Agricultural 
Society wife held in Albany ; officers for 
the ensuing year were chosen, and Alba¬ 
ny designated as the place for holding 
the State fair in 1873. 

The Boston Board of Trade has me¬ 
morialized Congress against the repeal of 
the bankrupt law. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, on 
Taursday, negotiated the balance of the 
live per cent, loan, the syndicate of Amer¬ 
ican bankers uniting and taking the whole 
three hundred millions. 

The Utica Herald’s correspondent 
writes : Tho leadership of the Republican 
side of the Assembly seems to be a mat¬ 
ter of dispute between Messrs. Pierson of 
Albany, Husted of Westchester, Prince 
of Queens, Alberger of Erie, and Fort of 
Oswego. They are all able men, and no 
one of them is willing to submit himself 
to the others. 

P. T. Gilmore, of Boston, is in Wash¬ 
ington pushing a scheme for the organi¬ 
zation of a national band on a large scale, 
similar to the court band in Europe. 

The City of Antwerp brought 257 mail 
sacks, the largest single mail ever 
received in New York. Of this number, 
123 bags are for New Zealand, via San 
Francisco. 

The smal 1-pox epidemic has reached 
such a bight in Baltimore as to have 
alarmed the authorities and the inhabi¬ 
tants generally. There were 119 deaths 
for the week ending January 20, and 
there are at the present time 1,300 cases. 
Boston has also Buffered terribly, but the 
disease there is reported as having passed 
the crisis. 

The grand jury of the United States 
District Court, now in session at Alba¬ 
ny, have found indictments against Susan 
B. Anthony and fifteen women for ille-. 
gal voting, at the late election, and 
against three inspectors of election for 
receiving their votes. 

Senator Sumner, although able to sit 
up most of the time, is still quite feeble, 
and it is doubtful if he will appear in his 
seat in the Senate again this session. His 
attending physician still visits him twice 
daily. His last call being at 10 o’clock 
in the evening when he injects morphine 
into the Senator’s arm to enable him to 
sleep. 

Mrs. Walsh, daughter of General John 
A. Dix, is living in Paris, and gives very 
delightful social parties there. 

The city physician of Springfield, Mass, 
is a woman. Tt is said that she lias not 
made a single blunder during her official 
career ; that she has attended one hun¬ 
dred more patients than any of her prede¬ 
cessors in the same length of time, at $100 
less expense ; and that, acting as nurse 
as well as doctor ; her practice among 
the poor has been especially beneficial.

Wfien Game may be Taken and 
Sold. —As it may be of importance to 
many, we present the following compiled 
synopsis of the game laws of the State, 
showing when to expose and sell differ¬ 
ent descriptions of game : Deer, moose, 
elk, earibou and wild deer may be killed 
and exposed for sale from September 1 
to Nov. 10, except in the counties of 
Suffolk, Kings and Queens, in whicli 
counties the killing of the above animals 
is prohibited by law for five years from 
1871. All descriptions of wild duck and 
wild geese are in season from September 
1 until May 1 ; woodcock from July 3 
until January 1 ; quail from October 
20 until J an. 1 ; ruffled rouse or par¬ 
tridge, pennated grouse or prairie chick¬ 
en from September 1 until January 1 
brown thrashers, meadow larks or star 
lings from Aug. 1 to Januaiy 1.

Mr. Humphries —Dear Sir : I have 
arrived in the “sunny south” and can 
nay that I am very much pleased with the 
climate. On the day of my arrival (Fri¬ 
day) a cold wind was blowing from the 
north, which I had to faco twenty miles 
in an old lumber wagon. Southern style 
harness consists of hames and traces and 
rope lines. 1 chanced to come aci’oss 
this team which had been down with cot¬ 
ton bales. We jogged along four miles 
when one of the wagon wheels gave way. 
I happened to have my tools on hoard, 
and in about an hour I mended it and 
we moved along. It is all pitch pine 
plains here ; the soil sand mixed with a 
little clay which makes a splendid road 
—always diy, and is adapted to corn, 
oats, wheat and cotton, and, on moist land 
rice as good as you can buy at your stores. 
It is all plantations : you pass through a 
piece of woods—say half a mile—then 
you come to a plantation—sometimes a 
mile, then again two miles, and I did go 
as far as three on that journey of twenty 
miles out into a plantation. I find the 
Southerners all friendly people. When 
I had gone twelve miles I put up at a 
Southerner’s and let the team go on as it 
was eight o’clock and was bitter cold. 
The weather commenced moderating too. 
The sun shines almost all the time, and 
it has been warm for five days so I've 
had to put on thinner pants and take off 
my coat to work. I have it off all day, 
as I am at work on the church—com¬ 
menced Tuesday the 14th inst. We had 
thunder and lightning last evening, the 
16th inst., and heavy rain. It is very 
warm this morning, while I am writing 
with the windows open, and the doors, 
with no fire. I have to throw off the 
bed clothes, it being extremely warm, 
and then it is hard work to sleep. The 
mail goes on Friday, once a week, and, it 
is five miles away. This is no place foi a 
mechanic unless he is a foreman on jobs.

Havana, Jan 27. —The RoseDe Cuba 
in an editorial in its issue of Saturday, 
says the defeat of the U. S. troops, by the 
Modoc Indians, is certainly a fact that 
does not honor much the arms of the 
Great Republic. This war of extermi¬ 
nation has been sustained more years 
between civilized Americans, and the In¬ 
dians, than our own war against those 
wko wished to drive us from our homes 
and country. This Indian war wounds 
humanity in its noblest sentiments, and 
is a scandal to this country’s humanita¬ 
rian sensibilities, being so close to the 
frontiers of his Catholic Majesty, he ought 
to in his next speech to the Cortes to in¬ 
dicate to the menders how much the 
Spanish people are affected by the pro¬ 
ceedings of the American government, 
against the poor Indians, and should tell 
the whole world that this fight is against 
a race who are the possessors of the land 
where from they are to be exterminated. 
The King might also indicate to Mr. 
Grant the means he ought to employ to 
civilize instead of exterminate the In¬ 
dians. 

Statistics —from England show that 
there is a most alarming increase in the 
consumption of intoxicating liquor in 
that country. Crime keeps pace with 
the increase of liquor drinking, thus 
presenting a picture that is not at all 
pleasant for the contemplation of the 
inhabitants of that island. Crimina l sta¬ 
tistics show that last year, as compared 
with the ten preceding years, there was 
an increase of forty per cent, in the con¬ 
victions for being drunk and disorderly, 
The increase has been steady and contin 
uous and is very alarming. A law pass¬ 
ed two years ago placing habitual crimi¬ 
nals under close and stringent super¬ 
vision of the police, has had the effect of 
reducing the number of grave crimes 
but lighter offenses have increased great¬ 
ly. Those are mostly attributed to the 
increase of drunkenness. 


Scribner’s Monthly— has won a deserved re¬ 
putation for the excellence of its illustrations, 
which, next to those of the Aldine Press, are the 
best specimens of wood engraving that have ap¬ 
peared in any American periodical.

Ono Species of Insanity. 


The corner stone of this renowned 
structure w as laid by Gen. Lafayette on 
the seventeenth of June, 1825, that day 
being the fifteenth anniversary of the 
battle fought on the same spot. The 
building of the monument was com¬ 
menced in 1827 ; and at six o’clock on 
the morning of July twenty-third, 1842, 
the last stone was placed on the top.— 
This stone is three feet and six inches 
thick, and four feet square at the base, 
weighing two and one half tons. The 
distance from the bottom to the top is 
two hundred and twenty-one feet, and is 
ascended by two hundred and ninety-five 
steps. The monument stands on Breed’s 
hill. Orders were given to fortify Bun¬ 
ker hill, but by mistake Breed’s hill was 
fortified, and the battle fought thereon. 
From this point one can behold, in full 
view, four cities, and a score of villages 
mingle in the scene. Among the cities 
seen is renow’ned (although now sadly 
crippled) Boston, with its collossal struc¬ 
tures, the houses of Commerce, Educa¬ 
tion and Art. Seen as it was October 
first, 1872, the beholder had a fine view 
of the Colliseum, among whose lofty 
niches tho mind of fancy might almost 
think the notes struck at the great Ju¬ 
bilee were yet echoing. Seen far below, 
the city of Charlestown becomes to the 
artistic eye a collossal picture. Far 
away to the south are seen the great 
granite hills of Quincy, and many other 
features of the small territory, which is 
so enwrapped by the memoiy of Presi¬ 
dent Adams and Daniel Webster. Per¬ 
haps no other spot in Amortca can so 
closely associate the mind with the acts 
and the actors of its history. Here 
within the radius of our vision,‘Putnam, 
Prescott, Warren, Everett, Franklin, 
Theodore Parker and scores of other 
famous men have lived, toiled and in dy¬ 
ing left more than mortal memorials to 
their greatness. It is a spot where the 
thoughtful mind can be but inspired with 
a deeper reverence for patriotism, and 
every element of souls that have labor¬ 
ed, hoped for and loved mankind.

Old English Plum Pudding.— Tlie 
following receipt was overlooked in its 
time. It will do for another Christmas : 

To make what is called a pound pud¬ 
ding ; take of raisins well stoned but not 
chopped,currants thoroughly washed, 1 lb. 
of each; chopped suet,l lb.,* very fine,and 
mix with them; add \ lb. flour or bread, 
very finely crumbled, 3 oz. sugar; 1^ oz. 
grated lemon peel, a blade of mace, half 
of a small nutmeg, 1 teaspoon ginger, 
half dozen eggs well beaten; work it well 
together, put it in a cloth, tie it firmly, 
allowing room to swell; put it into boil¬ 
ing water, and boil not loss than two 
hours. It should not be suffered to stop 
boiling.
